Don't buy a book for a child be­ 
cause it is a "good book,” for you 
W h a t looks good to you, w hat you 
enjoyed long ago, w hat the lib ra r­ 
ian and the teacher and publisher 
agree is a good book, m ay not be

Consult him. Take him 
along and give him the Joy of pick­ 
ing out his own and you w ill be 
sure that he has one gift that is 
"ju st w hat he wanted."

Tomorrow tho First Presbyterian church 
of Santa Ana xvii] hold golden jubilee sendees 
in its ne*v edifice at Sixth and Sycamore 
streets. We say “new church because the 
remodelled structure on the old site is one 
of the most beautiful and modern churches 
in the city. 
The First P resHlerian church was or­ 
ganized in the Temple Hall on November 19, 
ISS?. The first pastor was the Rev. J. H. 
Clark w ho sensed from TSS? to I SSS. Since 
that date ll ministers have filled the pulpit, 
including the present pastor, the Rev. O. 
Scott McFarland. 
At the sendees tomorrow the Rev. William 
E. Roberts, who was minister from 1923 to 
1926, will preach the sermon on “The 
Church.” 
The membership of the church has shown 
a remarkable growth since that first day 
55 years ago. From a charter membership 
of 24, it has increased until at the present j 
time there are 1417. 
Twenty-four members of the church have 
entered full-time Christian sendee and dur­ 
ing the period of 1914 to 1918 ninety-five 
young men and women answered the coun­ 
try's call to se n e in the World war. 
The first communion service was held on I 
the second Sunday in December 1882. exact­ 
ly 55 years from the day that the new 
church is occupied for the first time.

vised as compared with the first proposal, 
and simply will provide Federal legislation 
for states and local governments to create 
power, irrigation and flood control districts. 
There is nothing new in this. Many states 
have made provision for such districts, but 
the law has been used in relatively few in­ 
stances. due to the costs involved, and past 
precedents which show that the ventures are 
often needless, and are characterized by 
waste, too much politics and general in­ 
efficiency. 
If this news from the capital is true, every 
taxpayer, to say nothing of investors and 
workers in the utility industry, will have 
cause for gratification. Economically speak­ 
ing. the little TVA proposal has nothing to 
recommend it. It would lay the groundwork 
for a vast amount of political patronage. It 
would cost the taxpayers billions. It would 
mark a long step toward the socialization. 
or ruin through subsidized competition, of 
the private utility industry. And what would 
be gained from all this? At best, residents 
of the areas involved would get good electric 
service at low cost, which is precisely what 
they are getting now from the strictly reg­ 
ulated, heavily taxed, self-supporting pri­ 
vate industry. The irrigation and flood con­ 
trol phases of the bill were the least of it, 
and were largely window dressing. As every 
engineer knows, you can’t have a flood cen­ 
tro1 dam and a power dam at the same time. 
For some months, it has been reported 
that Congress has been extremely cool, and 
growing colder, toward the original bill, 
which may be the main reason for the pros­ 
pective change in it. Whatever the reasons, 
if the measure is actually killed, it can he 
considered a victory for sane governmental 
policy.

U sually five to 15 years after the 
person has first been infected and 
has been w ithout adequate tre a t­ 
m ent for syphilis, these sym ptom s 
begin to appear. O ccasionally they 
occur m uch sooner. There are m any 
instances in which people 
have 
been Infected with 
syphilis 
and 
have not later developed this con­ 
dition. 
Because the disease changes tis ­ 
sues in the 
spine, 
the 
reflexes 
(particularly the knee jerks) dis- 
appeai and there are changes 
in 
the pupils of the eye. It is custom ­ 
ary for doctors in exam ining peo­ 
ple suspected of having this con­ 
dition to test the reaction of the 
eye to light and to distance. 
In the typical case of locomotor 
ataxia, the eye will react to look­ 
ing a t a distance and then at 
a 
near object w ith an opening and 
closing of the Pupil, but it will not 
react to light and dark. O ccasion­ 
ally also the pupils will be irregular 


and will be very slow to react. 
T here m ay be secondary changes, 
including 
disturbances 
of 
the 
nerves which control the ears and 
the eyes and som etim es there are 
serious knife-like 
pains 
In 
the 
stom ach, the legs or the face. 
A ssociated w ith these atta ck s are 
abnorm al changes in the senses ot * 
cold, w arm th, num bness. Som etim es 
there is a feeling of tingling or of 
bugs running on the skin. 
One of the m ost serious sym g • 
tom s of locom otor a ta x ia is the in^. 
ability to co-ordinate actions cor­ 
rectly. 
For exam ple, the person 
m ay be unable to touch the tip of 
his nose w ith his finger. 
His legs get out of order so th a t 
he finds it hard a t first to walk In 
the dark. From a slight u nsteadi­ 
ness in the early stages, there is a 
gradual change In the g a it of the 
person w ith locom otor ataxia. In 
the late stages the foot seems to 
be throw n up and 
then 
brought 
down unsteadily as if it is being 
slapped en the floor. 
} 
The sudden attack of pain in th* 
in tern al organs is generally so se­ 
vere th a t these cases used to be 
m istaken for conditions like appen­ 
dicitis or Inflam m ation of the in­ 
testines h ut by the 
W asserm ann 
test and sim ilar m ethods, It Is pos­ 
sible to determ ine th a t syphilis is 
present.

No one w as strong for the farm 
bill except the cotton and tobacco 
blocs, and some of these boys had 
th eir doubts.
